THE  DALTON  FAMILY. 


Introduction. 


Thinking  that  it  might  be  worth  while,  I  have  under¬ 
taken  to  collect  and  record  some  facts  about  our  family 
history  while  the  information  is  available.  In  addition 
to  facts  well  known  to  me.,  I  have  collected  and  recorded 
other  information  that  may  be  of  interest.  I  have  in¬ 
cluded  available  information  about  father’s  family  and 
mother’s  family,  as  w^ell  as  certain  personal  data  about 
mother  and  father,  and  the  several  children.  Some  other 
information  is  included. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  some  minor  variations 
as  to  dates  and  other  matters  resulting  from  the  fact  that 
wherever  possible  I  have  requested  the  living  persons  to 
furnish  the  necessary  data.  Where  the  information  was 
furnished,  it  has  been  included  here  with  few  changes. 

This  data  was  originally  assembled  in  the  summer  of 
1942  and  was  revised  for  publication  in  the  summer  of 


1943.

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THE  DALTON  FAMILY. 


We  quote  briefly  from  a  manuscript  entitled  “The 
Name  and  Family  of  Dalton,”  compiled  by  the  Media  Re¬ 
search  Bureau  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

“The  name  of  Dalton  is  derived  from  the  residence 
of  its  first  bearers  at  a  place  of  that  name  in  England. 
Its  meaning  was  originally  ‘The  Farm  or  Town  in  the 
Dale/  There  were  many  places  bearing  this  name  in 
ancient  England,  any  one  or  all  of  which  may  have  given 
rise  to  families  so-called.  These  included  the  parishes  of 
Dalton  in  Lancaster,  Durham  and  York;  and  townships 
so-called  in  Lancaster.,  Durham,  York  and  Northumber¬ 
land.  The  name  appears  in  ancient  English  and  early 
American  records  in  the  various  spellings  of  Daleton,  Daul- 
ton,  Daletonne,  Daltonne,  Dolton,  Dallton,  Dalton,  and 
others.  Of  these,  the  last  is  the  form  most  frequently 
found  in  America  today. 

“Families  of  this  name  were  resident  at  early  dates, 
not  only  in  the  English  Counties  of  Northumberland,  York, 
Lancaster,  and  Durham,  but  also  in  the  Counties  of  Lincoln, 
Essex,  Cambridge,  Middlesex,  Somerset,  and  London,  as 
well  as  in  various  parts  of  Ireland,  where  the  name  fre¬ 
quently  assumed  the  form  of  D’Alton.  These  lines  appear 
to  have  been,,  in  large  part,  of  the  landed  and  educated 
classes. 

“The  earliest  records  of  the  name  in  England  include 
those  of  Llenry  and  William  de  Dalton  (the  French  de 
meaning  “of”),  of  Northumberland  County,  about  the  year 
1273;  Richard  de  Dalton,  of  London,  about  1292;  Johannes 
or  John  and  Willelmust  or  William  de  Dalton,  of  York¬ 
shire,  in  1379;  and  Sir  Richard  Dalton,  of  Lancashire,  be- 
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fore  1369,  of  whom  the  last  is  said  to  have  been  the  father 
of  Sir  Robert  and  Sir  John  Dalton.  *  *  * 

“The  coat  of  arms  of  the  ancient  Lancashire,  Eng¬ 
land,  branch  of  the  family  of  Dalton  is  described  in  heraldic 
terms  as  follows  (Burke,  Encyclopaedia  of  Heraldry,  1844) : 

Arms.—' ‘Azure,  seme  of  crosses  crosslet,  a  lion 
rampant. 

Crest. — ‘A  dragon’s  head,  vert,  between  two  wings 
or. 

Supporters. — ‘Two  lions,  as  in  the  arms.’  ” 

I. 

William  Dallon  (Born  about  1784  and  died  after  1853  and  before 
1860,  the  grandfather  of  Fred  A.  Dalton). 

The  first  Dalton  of  whom  we  have  any  definite  in¬ 
formation  was  this  William  Dalton.  He  came  from  Eng¬ 
land  about  the  year  183(^  According  to  family  tradition 
he  came  from  Lancashire,^  near  London,  and  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  E.  V.  Dalton,  his  grandson.,  was  a  younger  half- 
brother  of  Robert  Dalton,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Thurn- 
ham  of  Landcashire,  England.  About  1885  William  Dal¬ 
ton,  the  eldest  brother  of  Fred  A.  Dalton  and  a  grandson 
of  this  William  Dalton,  made  an  unsuccessful  claim  to 
rights  in  the  Dalton  lands  in  England.  (For  information 
concerning  the  English  Daltons  see  History  of  the  Landed 
Gentry  by  John  Burke,  Esq.,  1837,  Vol.  1;  The  Man¬ 
sions  of  England  and  Wales  by  Edward  Twycross,  Esq., 
1846;  and  the  Dictionary  for  the  Landed  Gentry  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  for  1853 ,  J.  Bernard  Burke,  Esq.,  Vol. 
1.) 

When  William  Dalton  came  to  America  he  brought 
his  family  with  him.  They  came  up  the  Missouri  river 
by  boat  and  landed  at  Keytesville  Landing.  The  family 
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consisted  of  at  least  three  sons,  John,  about  14  years  old; 
William,  about  eight  years  of  age;  Samuel,  age  unknown 
(died  when  about  18),  and  three  daughters,  Mary,  Eliza 
and  Sarah.  The  last  two  married  brothers  by  the  name 
of  Hare  (one  was  George  Hare).  Mary  Dalton  married 
Thomas  A.  Trent;  they  are  buried  in  the  family  cemetery 
north  of  Dalton,  Missouri,  and  the  tombstone  is  marked: 
“Thomas  A.  Trent,  born  August  10.,  1814,  died  November 
10,  1857,  married  Mary  Dalton,  born  April  20,  1820,  died 
April  8,  1857.” 

The  decree  of  naturalization  of  William  Dalton,  dated 
February  23,  1836,  shown  in  book  A-l„  page  322,  of  the 
records  of  the  circuit  court  of  Chariton  County,  Missouri, 
recites  that  he  was  from  England  and  was  a  subject  of 
Great  Britain  and  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  U. 
S.  A.  in  July,  1830.  (According  to  Mrs.  A.  B.  Brady  of 
Buda,  Illinois  (nee  Kittie  Marlin),  a  Hare  grandchild, 
Elizabeth  Clark  was  the  maiden  name  of  William  Dal¬ 
ton’s  wife.  William  Dalton  was  said  to  have  been  an  only 
child  and  to  have  come  to  this  country  with  a  wife  and 
four  daughters  and  four  sons  about  1831.  Six  weeks  later 
he  lost  his  wife  and  one  son.  Grandmother  Hare  was 
then  13  years  of  age.) 

The  records  in  the  recorder’s  office  in  Keytesville, 
Chariton  County  (Book  “H,”  p.  351).,  show  that  by  deed 
dated  November  25,  1830,  James  Keyte  and  wife  conveyed 
to  William  Dalton  and  wife  the  real  estate  where  Dalton, 
Missouri,  is  now  located.  The  deed  was  not  recorded 
until  November  2,  1844.  William  Dalton  conveyed  this 
land  (the  Dalton  homestead)  to  his  son  William  Dalton 
by  deed  dated  January  24,  1853,  recorded  February  7,  1853, 
in  Book  M„  p.  771. 
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The  1840  census  shows  William  Dalton  as  the  head 
of  a  family.  The  family  consisted  of  the  following  per¬ 
sons:  male,  one  person  50-60  years  of  age,  one  20-30 
years  of  age,  two  persons  15-20  years  of  age,  one  person 
10-15  years  of  age.  Female,  two  persons  20-30  years  of 
age.  The  1850  census  shows  William  Dalton,  66  years 
of  age,  birth  place  England.  His  name  did  not  appear  in 
the  1860  census.  In  his  last  years,  he  made  his  home 
with  his  son  William. 

William  Dalton  is  said  to  have  been  buried  near  his 
daughter,  Mary  Dalton  Trent,  and  east  of  his  son,  William 
Dalton,  at  the  Dalton  cemetery,  Dalton,  Missouri.  The 
grave  is  not  marked.  His  son  John  married  and  had  a 
daughter,  Virginia  (Jennie),  who  married  John  Doxey. 

n. 

William  Dalton,  1822-1873  (son  of  William  Dalton  (supra)  and 
father  of  Fred  A.  Dalton). 

The  tombstone  in  the  Dalton  cemetery  at  Dalton,  Mis¬ 
souri  (located  near  a  large  pine  tree  some  two  feet  through) , 
shows  “William  Dalton,  June  1.,  1825 — March  17,  1873. 
Amanda  Dalton  (his  wife)  born  November  10,  1834,  died 
October  20,  1867.”  We  are  of  the  opinion  the  date  of  birth 
given  for  William  Dalton  is  wrong,  because  according  to 
family  tradition  William  Dalton  was  eight  years  old 
when  he  came  over  from  England  with  his  parents.  There 
is  a  story  that  he  heard  several  sailors  talking  about  a 
ring  high  in  the  rigging  of  the  ship  and  heard  one  ask 
the  other  if  he  could  climb  up  to  it.  Later  young  Dalton 
climbed  to  the  ring  and  was  discovered  putting  his  hand 
through  it. 

The  naturalization  decree  of  his  father  would  indicate 
that  the  family  came  over  in  July,  1830.  The  1850  census 
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(dated  October  5,  1850)  shows  William  Dalton  (Jr.),  age 
28,  married.  The  1860  census  shows  him  38  years  of  age, 
birth  place  England,  real  estate  holding  $6,000,  personal 
holdings  $6,465.  Amanda  Dalton  (wife),  age  24,  birth  place 
Virginia.  In  1851,  William  Dalton  was  married  to  Amanda 
Agee  (See  Agee  Family,  post  page  47).  She  was  then 
about  fifteen  years  old  and  he  was  about  twenty-nine  or 
fourteen  years  older.  The  only  objection  by  the  bride’s 
parents  was  that  he  was  a  foreigner,  having  been  born 
in  England.  We  really  have  little  information  about  this 
William  Dalton.  He  died  when  his  son,  Fred  A.  Dalton, 
was  about  five  years  of  age  and  the  son  knew  little  of  him. 

We  know  that  this  William  Dalton  was  a  farmer  and 
stockman  and  owned  and  operated  over  2,000  acres  of 
farm  land.  He  also  owned  a  one-half  interest  in  a  Drug 
Store.  He  owned  a  hotel  building,  built  from  the  salvage 
of  a  steam  boat  that  had  been  wrecked  on  the  Missouri 
River.  He  owned  and  operated  a  hack  line  or  transporta¬ 
tion  service  between  Dalton,  Missouri,  and  Glasgow,  Mis¬ 
souri.  His  older  sons  frequently  drove  the  hacks.  He 
founded  Dalton,  Missouri,  and  laid  out  the  town  in  lots 
about  1867. 

The  history  of  Howard  and  Chariton  counties  (pub¬ 
lished  in  1883)  at  page  473  states  that  the  town  of  Dalton 
in  Chariton  County,  Missouri,  was  laid  out  in  1867  by 
William  Dalton  and  that  he  donated  40  acres  of  land 
in  the  town  to  the  railroad  company.  It  is  further  stated 
that  the  “town  site  was  the  home  of  William  Dalton, 
after  whom  the  village  was  named,  many  years  before  it 
was  laid  out.” 

During  the  Civil  War  William  Dalton  bought  supplies 
for  the  Federal  Government  and  acted  as  some  sort  of 
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purchasing  agent.  He  was  in  the  local  militia  during  the 
Civil  War,  but  had  little  personal  interest,  apparently. 
His  wife’s  people  were  all  southern  sympathizers.  Fred 
A.  Dalton  knew  of  his  father’s  service  in  the  militia,  but 
did  not  know  that  he  was  ever  in  the  Union  Army.  How¬ 
ever  the  records  of  the  Adjutant  General’s  office  in  Jef¬ 
ferson  City,  Missouri,  show  his  services.

III. 

Frederick  Andrew  Dalton,  1866- _ (son  of  William  Dalton 

(supra)  ). 

Frederick  Andrew  Dalton  was  born  at  Dalton,  Chari¬ 
ton  County,  Missouri,  September  13,  1866.  His  mother, 
Amanda  Dalton  died  when  he  was  about  one  year  of  age. 
His  father,  William  Dalton,  died  when  he  was  five  years 
of  age  and  his  grandmother,  Sidna  Brooks  Agee,  widow 
of  Joseph  Agee,  reared  him.  He  lived  with  her  on  her 
farm  2  1/2  miles  south  of  Daiton.  When  he  was  about 
16  years  of  age  (1882)  he  went  to  Greenfield,  Missouri, 
and  attended  Ozark  College  one  year.  In  1886  he  went 
to  Bartow,  Florida,  and  was  in  the  general  merchandise 
business  with  his  brothers,  Joe  and  E.  V.  Dalton,  for 
about  three  years.  In  January,  1889,  he  went  to  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  and  was  employed  in  a  furniture  store  for 
the  Kansas  City  Book  and  News  Company,  720  Main  Street, 
for  a  year  or  so.  Before  going  to  Kansas  City  he  had 
visited  his  brother,  Jacob  Samuel  Dalton  of  Walker,  Mis¬ 
souri,  and  had  become  acquainted  with  Ida  Jane  Dunlap 
Poage,  sister  of  his  brother’s  wife.  Later,  on  September 
3,  1890,  he  was  married  to  Ida  Poage  at  her  father’s  home 
near  Walker.  When  twenty-one  years  old  he  inherited 
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40  acres  of  land,  a  hotel  building,  town  lots  and  about 
$3,000  from  his  father’s  estate  (much  of  his  inheritance 
had  been  used  in  his  support).  He  invested  his  inherit¬ 
ance  in  stock,  equipment  and  improvements  for  the  180 
acres  inherited  by  his  wife  from  her  father,  and  he  also 
purchased  60  acres  additional  land  from  his  brother  and 
wife,  making  a  homestead  of  240  acres.  He  resided  on 
this  place  six  miles  north  of  Walker  in  Blue  Mound 
township  in  Vernon  County  from  1890  to  1905.  The  farm, 
located  back  four  miles  from  the  Osage  River  overlooking 
the  bottoms,  was  known  as  “Grandview  Stock  Farm.” 
Buildings  in  Nevada,  sixteen  miles  southwest  and  in  Rich 
Hill,  sixteen  miles  northwest  were  plainly  visible  from 
the  front  yard  of  the  large,  two-story  residence.  Mr.  Dal¬ 
ton  raised  shorthorn  cattle  and  Poland  China  hogs,  also 
sheep,  horses,  mules  and  chickens. 

In  1904  he  handled  Joseph  W.  Folk’s  campaign  in 
Vernon  County  and  was  later  appointed  Steward  at  State 
Hospital  No.  3  at  Nevada.  He  was  not  satisfied  with 
his  work  as  steward  and  in  1906  moved  in  to  Nevada  and 
entered  the  retail  coal  business.  Due  to  ill  health  he  did 
not  return  to  the  farm.  He  later  sold  the  farm  and  in¬ 
vested  the  proceeds  in  business,  rental  property  in  Nevada 
and  also  purchased  a  house  at  342  Washington  Avenue. 
In  a  short  time  he  built  up  a  good  retail  coal  business 
and  maintained  an  uptown  office  on  the  south  side  of  the 
square,  with  yards  in  east  Nevada.  In  1914  he  sold  out 
at  Nevada,  moved  to  Columbia,  acquired  switch  prop¬ 
erty,  went  into  the  retail  coal  business  and  built  a  home 
at  1219  East  Broadway,  Columbia,  Missouri.  He  moved 
to  Columbia  to  send  his  children  to  the  University  of 
Missouri.  He  remained  active  in  the  retail  coal  business 
until  1930  when  he  retired  and  transferred  the  business 
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to  his  son,  Sam  F.  Dalton.  While  he  lived  in  Columbia, 
all  seven  of  his  children  attended  the  University  and  six 
graduated  and  received  one  or  more  degrees.  The  next 
few  years  were  devoted  to  looking  after  his  wife,  who 
was  in  ill  health.  They  spent  much  time  at  his  summer 
home  on  the  Gasconade  River  six  miles  south  of  Linn, 
Missouri. 

He  acquired  three  houses  and  lots  in  Kennett,  Dunk¬ 
lin  County,  Missouri;  several  tracts  of  land  near  Cape 
Girardeau,  Missouri;  a  summer  house  and  grounds  on  the 
Gasconade  River,  six  miles  south  of  Linn  in  Osage  County 
(owned  for  ten  years),  and  also  additional  property  in 
Columbia,  Missouri.  Both  before  and  after  his  wife’s  death 
he  went  to  Florida  frequently  for  some  eleven  winters 
and  stayed  in  the  vicinity  of  Tampa  and  St.  Petersburg, 
Florida.  He  was  at  different  times  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  and  Presbyterian  Churches,  a  member  of  the 
Eastern  Star  and  different  Masonic  Orders,  a  Knight  of 
Pythias.  For  about  15  years  he  was  a  trustee  and  elder 
of  the  Bethany  Presbyterian  Church  north  of  Walker,  Mis¬ 
souri,  for  about  8  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Stewards 
of  Centenary  M.  E.  Church,  Nevada,  Missouri,  and  for 
15  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  of  the  Broad¬ 
way  M.  E.  Church,  Columbia,  Missouri.  While  living  in 
Nevada  he  was"  an  active  leader  of  the  “dry  forces”  in 
local  option  campaigns  in  Vernon  County. 

He  was  always  an  ardent  hunter  and  fisherman  and 
enjoyed  outdoor  life  and  camping.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Arnhold’s  Mill  Fishing  Club 
near  Linn  Creek,  now  covered  by  the  Lake  of  the  Ozarks. 
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Ida  Jane  Dunlap  Poage  Dalton  (wife  of  Frederick 
Andrew  Dalton). 

Born  on  Beaver  Creek  in  Pocahontas  County,  Virginia, 
June  20,  1867.  She  was  the  youngest  child  of  George 
Washington  Poage  and  Cornelia  Margaret  Hinchman 
Poage  (See  Poage  Family,  post  p.  51,  Hinchman  Family, 
post  p.  65).  Moved  to  Missouri,  1869,  settled  in  Vernon 
County,  1870. 

Attended  Howard  School  (a  rural  school)  and  later 
Synodical  Female  College  in  Fulton,  Missouri,  1884-1885 
and  Cottey  College,  Nevada,  Missouri,  1886-1887. 

Married  Frederick  Andrew  Dalton  September  3,  1890. 

Talents:  Art,  painting,  portraits  and  nature;  crayons. 

Organizations:  U.  D.  C.;  Progress  Club  of  Nevada, 
Missouri;  League  of  Women  Voters;  Tuesday  Club;  W.  C. 
T.  U.  at  Columbia,  Missouri.  Devoted  church  worker, 
Methodist  and  Presbyterian. 

Temperament:  Efficient,  capable,  democratic,  ex¬ 

tremely  unselfish,  loyal  to  friends,  discriminating,  thought¬ 
ful,  strong  in  her  convictions,  very  economical,  original 
and  capable  of  completing  most  any  endeavor  once  under¬ 
taken,  a  wide  reader  with  critical  interpretation,  enjoyed 
travel  and  people. 

Hobbies:  Family,  painting,  reading  (much  in  demand 
as  a  reader)  before  social  and  civic  groups. 

She  died  at  the  Summer  House  on  the  Gasconade 
River,  six  miles  south  of  Linn,  Osage  County,  Missouri, 
August  30,  1938,  and  was  buried  in  Memorial  Cemetery, 
Columbia,  Missouri,  near  and  northeast  of  the  central 
monument.  She  was  survived  by  her  husband  and  seven 
children,  hereinafter  named. 
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IV. 

The  Seven  Children  of  Fred  A.  and  Ida  Poage  Dalton. 

1.  Lelia  Maria  Dalton  Denman. 

Born  Vernon  County,  sixteen  miles  northeast  of  Ne¬ 
vada,  Missouri,  June  25,  1891.  Was  tutored  four  years 
by  governess,  a  refined  woman,  a  native  of  Louden  County, 
Virginia.  Moved  with  parents  to  Nevada  1905.  At¬ 
tended  High  School  at  Nevada  for  four  years.  Graduated 
1909.  Was  on  the  honor  roll  for  scholarship  for  the  four 
years  in  Nevada  High  School.

ceived  A.  B.  degree  in  1916;  attended  law  school  Missouri 
University  two  years;  member  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  honorary 
law  fraternity. 

Entered  military  service  under  the  draft  on  June  25, 
1918,  as  a  private  and  served  in  camp  personnel  office  at 
Camp  Pike,  Arkansas.  Later  he  had  the  rank  of  Sergeant. 
Shortly  after  the  armistice  (about  seven  months)  he  was 
given  an  honorable  discharge. 
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Member  of  American  Legion;  member  of  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  of  Nevada  Chamber  of  Commerce;  member  of  Ro¬ 
tary  Club.

James  Madison  Denman. 

Father  of  George  C.  Denman.  Was  of  English  de¬ 
scent;  born  at  Kokomo,  Indiana,  August  9,  1864;  died  Feb¬ 
ruary  1,  1926;  was  a  member  of  City  Council  and  Official 
Board  of  Centenary  Methodist  Church;  engaged  in  Feed 
and  Flour  business  for  thirty-four  years  in  Nevada,  Mis¬ 
souri;  a  very  successful  merchant. 

James  Howard  Denman  (son  of  Delia  M.  Dalton  Den¬ 
man  and  George  C.  Denman). 

Born  in  Nevada,  Missouri;  attended  grade  school;  an 
Eagle  Scout;  one  of  twenty-six  Eagle  Scouts  in  Mo-Kan 
area  who  took  a  scenic  trip  through  Yellowstone  Park  in 
August,  1935,  with  their  leaders.  Member  of  Junior  Hon¬ 
or  Society  of  Nevada  High  School;  member  of  both  Junior 
and  Senior  student  Council;  Junior  Class  President;  won 
first  place  in  contest  of  Good  Will  Letters  in  Eighth  Grade. 
He  led  the  boys  in  his  class  in  scholarship  for  the  six 
years  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  School.  Led  class  in 
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scholarship  first  quarter  in  Junior  High;  graduated  from 
Nevada  High  School,  1937,  on  the  honor  roll;  attended 
Park  College,  Parkville,  Missouri,  1937-39. 

Entered  Missouri  University  Junior  year,  received  B.  S. 
in  Business  Administration,  1941;  was  on  the  Dean’s  Honor 
roll  both  his  Junior  and  Senior  years  in  the  School  of 
Business  at  Missouri  University;  entered  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  1941. 

Left  Harvard  University  in  good  standing  to  enlist 
in  the  Quartermaster  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army. 
Enlisted  at  Fort  Scott,  Kansas,  January  22,  1942,  and  went 
to  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas.  Took  eight  weeks  basic 
training  at  Fort  Francis  E.  Warren,  Cheyenne,  Wyoming, 
and  was  then  sent  to  Geiger  Field  at  Spokane,  Washing¬ 
ton.  On  May  1,  1942,  he  was  appointed  Technician  Fifth 
Grade  and  served  as  a  Corporal  procurement  clerk  of  the 
Air  Corp  (was  attached  to  a  bomber  outfit).  He  applied 
for  and  was  accepted  for  Officer’s  Candidate  School  and 
on  July  3,  1942,  was  sent  to  Fort  Warren,  Wyoming, 
for  training.  Graduated  from  Quartermaster’s  Officer’s 
Candidate  School  course  No.  2  with  Certificate  of  Pro¬ 
ficiency,  being  commissioned  a  2nd  Lieutenant  Septem¬ 
ber  25,  1942.  He  was  sent  to  Harding  Field,  Baton  Rouge, 
Louisana.  He  was  attached  to  the  Air  Forces  there  and 
in  March,  1943,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Lieuten¬ 
ant.

Born  Nevada,  Missouri,  January  3,  1921.  Finished 
grade  school,  Nevada  High  School,  1939.  Was  a  member 
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of  both  Junior  and  Senior  Honor  Societies;  President  of 
Junior  Class;  represented  Vernon  County  at  the  Student 
Assembly  sponsored  by  State  Department  of  Education 
held  March  18,  1939,  in  Jefferson  City;  participated  “With 
Distinction”  in  the  Eleventh  Annual  High  School  contest 
on  the  League  of  Nations  conducted  by  League  of  Nations 
Association;  President  of  Student  Body  (of  eight  hundred 
students) ;  member  of  Student  Council  both  in  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School;  valedictorian  of  his  class  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  members;  student  awards  in  Student  Coun¬ 
cil  Service;  debating  (having  with  his  colleague  won  first 
cup  received  by  Nevada  High  School  in  debate) ;  award  in 
scholarship  and  Student  Body  President. 

Entered  Missouri  University  1939;  member  of  Sigma 
Nu;  Phi  Eta  Sigma  (often  called  freshman  Phi  Beta  Kappa) ; 
with  his  colleague  represented  Missouri  University  in  non¬ 
decision  debate  at  Texas  University,  1940;  member  of  Al¬ 
pha  Beta  chapter  of  Delta  Sigma  Pi,  professional  com¬ 
merce  business  administration  fraternity;  member  of  Scab¬ 
bard  and  Blade  Military  organization  (established  on  cam¬ 
pus  in  1911). 

Led  his  social  fraternity  in  scholarship  in  1940-41, 
’41-42  and  ’42-43;  name  engraved  on  the  Sigma  Nu  scholar¬ 
ship  cup  at  chapter  house.  Made  a  400  average  one  se¬ 
mester  (16  hours  E).  Was  awarded  recognition  in  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Debating  by  Board  of  Curators  of  Missouri  Uni¬ 
versity  on  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the  For¬ 
ensic  Board. 

In  June,  1943,  he  received  his  A.  B.  degree  from  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Science  at  Missouri  University  and 
was  also  elected  to  membership  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He 
also  was  a  member  of  Blue  Key,  Alpha  Pi  Zeta,  honorary 
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Social  Science  fraternity,  and  the  Beta  Gamma  Sigma

2.  Sidna  Poage  Dalion  (son  of  Fred  A.  and  Ida  Poage  Dalton). 

Born  November  16,  1892,  on  a  farm  (Grandview  Stock 
Farm,  240  acres)  six  miles  north  of  Walker,  Vernon  County, 
Missouri.  Named  for  his  mother,  Ida  Poage,  and  his  great 
grandmother,  Sidna  Brooks  Agee.  His  mother  taught  him 
through  the  fourth  grade  and  for  the  next  four  years 
thereafter  the  family  employed  a  teacher,  Miss  Addie 
Frasier.  At  an  early  age  he  learned  to  work  on  the  farm 
and  to  hunt,  trap  and  fish.  Joined  Bethany  Presbyterian 
Church  at  an  early  age.  In  May,  1905,  he  moved  with 
the  family  to  Nevada,  Missouri,  where  he  entered  high 
school.  Before  and  after  school  and  on  Saturdays  he  stayed 
in  his  father’s  coal  office  and  helped  in  the  collection  of 
accounts.  At  Nevada  he  joined  the  M.  E.  Church  South. 
The  summer  of  1905  he  worked  for  the  W.  E.  Clark 
Clothing  Company  at  $1.50  per  week.  The  next  four 
summers  he  worked  in  the  Harry  C.  Moore  Store  at  Ne¬ 
vada.  In  1909  he  graduated  from  the  Nevada  high  school 
and  took  a  post  graduate  course  the  following  year.  In 
the  fall  of  1910,  he  entered  Westminster  College.  He  had 
free  tuition  on  account  of  a  scholarship  given  for  high 
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rank  in  high  school  scholarship.  At  Fulton,  Missouri,  he 
waited  tables  for  board  at  the  dormitory  and  swept  and

cleaned  halls  and  bathrooms  for  a  payment  about  equiva¬ 
lent  to  room  rent.  After  the  first  year  he  obtained  tuition 
by  acting  as  an  assistant  in  the  Botany  Laboratory.  He 
completed  his  course  in  three  years  and  received  only  one 
grade  that  was  not  on  the  honor  roll.  lie  graduated  in 
1913  as  valedictorian  of  his  class  with  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
cum  laude.  In  1912  he  had  completed  requirements  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  (Preparatory  Law)  but  de¬ 
cided  to  remain  an  undergraduate  and  not  take  the  degree. 

While  in  Westminster  College  he  entered  some  fif¬ 
teen  public  oratorical  and  declamatory  contests.,  winning 
the  Lang  and  Peace  oratorical  contests  and  representing 
his  college  in  the  State  Peace  Oratorical  contest  at  St. 
Louis  in  1913.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Cabinet  and  on  the  editorial  staff  of  the  College  Monthly 
and  Annual  publications.  He  also  served  as  President  of 
the  Philologic  Literary  Society. 

During  summer  vacations  from  college  he  operated 
ice  cream  and  soda  stands  at  Chautauqua  and  Old  Settlers 
and  G.  A.  R.  reunions  at  Lake  Park  Springs,  Nevada, 
Missouri,  and  helped  about  his  fathers’  office.  Following 
his  graduation  from  college  his  parents  gave  him  a  free 
thirty  day  trip  (at  an  expense  of  about  $75)  to  Virginia, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  New  York,  Detroit  and  Chicago. 

In  the  fall  of  1913  he  entered  the  graduate  school 
of  the  University  of  Missouri,  attending  wholly  at  the 
expense  of  his  parents  and  spent  a  total  of  $249  including 
railroad  fare.  In  June,  1914,  he  received  an  M.  A.  and 
B.  S.  in  Education  and  a  life  certificate  to  teach  in  Mis¬ 
souri.  The  summer  of  1914  was  spent  with  the  Harper 
Brush  Company  of  Fairfield,  Iowa,  working  in  Charles- 
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ton,  East  Prairie,  Kennett,  Campbell,  Malden,  Cardwell, 
etc.  The  following  winter,  1914-15,  he  taught  high  school, 
to-wit,  History.,  American  Government,  Economics  and 
Physics  in  the  Flat  River  High  School,  Flat  River,  Mis¬ 
souri.  He  was  offered  the  principalship  the  following 
year,  but  declined  on  account  of  having  made  up  his  mind 
to  study  law.  In  the  vacation  of  1915,  he  resumed  his 
work  with  the  Harper  Brush  Company  working  in  Xola, 
Emporia,  Chanute  and  Junction  City,  Kansas.  Late  in 
July  and  during  August  he  took  a  trip  west  to  Denver, 
Salt  Lake,  San  Diego.,  Old  Mexico,  San  Francisco,  Seattle, 
Spokane,  Minneapolis  and  Kansas  City.  In  the  fall  of 
1915,  he  entered  Law  School,  University  of  Missouri, 
boarded  and  roomed  at  his  father’s  home.  In  the  summer  of 
1916  he  worked  for  the  Fuller  Brush  Company  in  Jefferson 
City,  Boonville,  Kirksville  and  La  Plata.  In  the  summer 
of  1917,  he  worked  in  Sioux  Falls,  South  Dakota,  and 
Kansas  City.  At  Sioux  Falls  he  made  $650  commissions 
in  seven  weeks.  In  June.,  1918,  he  graduated  from  the 
Law  School,  University  of  Missouri,  receiving  the  degree 
of  LL.B.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Order  of 
the  Coif  (honoral  legal),  being  second  in  his  class. 

The  1918  Savitar  shows  the  following:  “Accacia,  so¬ 
cial  fraternity;  Phi  Alpha  Delta,  legal  honorary;  Phi  Delta 
Kappa  (educational);  International  Polity  Club;  Y.  M.  C. 
A.,  Gospel  Team  1916;  Board  Directors  and  Cabinet  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  1917;  President  Inter-collegiate  Prohibition  Associa¬ 
tion,  1917.” 

In  June,  1918,  he  went  to  work  for  United  States 
Food  Administration  for  Missouri,  first  as  inspector  and 
later  as  Assistant  Enforcement  Division  (legal  depart¬ 
ment),  Columbia,  Missouri.  On  August  3,  1918,  he  was 
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married  to  Edna  G.  Rusk  of  Columbia,  Missouri  (see  Rusk 
Family,  post  p,  66),  and  they  made  their  home  in  Co¬ 
lumbia,  Missouri,  until  the  Food  Administration  office  in 
Columbia  closed.  About  February  1,  1919,  he  opened  an 
office  for  the  general  law  practice,  Sturdivant  Bank  Build¬ 
ing,  Cape  Girardeau,  Missouri.  Resided  at  118  South 
Sprigg  Street  until  1921,  when  a  home  was  purchased  on 
North  Henderson  Avenue.  This  was  sold  the  following 
year  and  a  small  house  was  built  at  Westmount  on  the 
Hopper  road,  and  a  new  home  was  built  in  1929. 

In  1923,  he  entered  a  partnership  with  Albert  M. 
Spradling  in  the  general  practice  of  law  which  continued 
until  April,  1939.  Senator  Russell  L.  Dearmont  entered 
the  firm  in  1932  and  ceased  to  be  active  in  1936.  The 
law  firm  was  then  known  as  Dearmont,  Spradling  and 
Dalton.  The  firm  represented  Guy  A.  Thompson,  Trustee 
of  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  Company;  Marquette  Cement 
Company;  Riverside  Lumber  Company;  Southeast  Saving 
&  Loan  Association;  Decker  Hotel  Company;  Harris  Motor 
Company;  Groves  Motor  Company;  Miles  Packing  Com¬ 
pany;  Central  Packing  Company  and  other  retainer  clients. 

S.  P.  Dalton  was  six  times  the  nominee  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party  for  prosecuting  attorney  of  Cape  Girardeau 
County  and  ran  ahead  of  his  ticket  each  time.  He  was 
elected  in  1926  (the  first  Democrat  to  hold  the  office  in 
twenty  years).  He  was  re-elected  in  1930  and  1932,  serv¬ 
ing  a  total  of  six  years  in  the  office.  During  1938,  he 
was  elected  by  the  members  of  the  bar  to  act  as  Special 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cape  Girardeau  County 
for  one  term,  when  Hon.  Frank  Kelly  was  absent  on  ac¬ 
count  of  illness. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  following  organizations:

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Missouri;  Wilson  Chapter  No.  75  R.  A.  M.,  Cape  Girard¬ 
eau,  Missouri;  Cape  Council  No.  20  R.  &  S.  M.,  Cape 
Girardeau,  Missouri;  Cape  Girardeau  Commandry  No.  55, 
Cape  Girardeau,  Missouri  (past  commander) ;  St.  Marks

Shrine  No.  8  White  Shrine  of  J.  (Past  Watchman  of  S.) ; 
Centenary  M.  E.  Church  South  (trustee,  twenty  years 
member  of  board,  four  years  president,  Sunday  School 
teacher  and  also  in  charge  of  pictures  for  a  few  years); 
Cape  Girardeau  Lions  Club  (Past  President);  Cape  Gi¬ 
rardeau  Lodge  No.  675  I.  O.  O.  F. ) ;  Cape  Council  No.  953 
Security  Benefit  Association  (trustee);  Surety  Savings  & 
Loan  Association  (attorney  and  director) ;  for  a  time  served 
on  Red  Cross  Board;  was  Secretary  War  Camp  Community 
Service  for  a  short  time  in  1919;  Secretary  Southeast 
Missouri  Hospital  Association  a  year  or  two.

Moved  to  Jefferson 
City  in  September,  1939.  Residence  1309  Moreau  Drive, 
Jefferson  City,  Missouri.  Wrote  some  90  opinions  for  the 
Supreme  Court  between  May,  1939,  and  May,  1942.  Mem¬ 
ber  of  Lake  of  Ozarks  Council  of  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 
Secretary  Missouri  Law  School  Foundation,  1942.  Reap¬ 
pointed  as  Supreme  Court  Commissioner  in  April,  1943. 
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Member  American  Academy  of  Political  Science, 
American  Judicature  Society,  and  Judicial  Conference  of 
Missouri  (Laws  of  Mo.,  1943). 

Edna  Glyde  Rusk  Dalton  (wife  of  S.  P.  Dalton)  (see 
Rusk  Family,  p.  66). 

Edna  Glyde  Rusk,  the  third  daughter  and  sixth  child 
of  William  Humphrey  Rusk  and  Anna  Lucinda  Renner 
Rusk,  was  born  on  a  farm  two  miles  from  the  village  of 
Francesville,  Pulaski  County,  Indiana,  on  June  22,  1896. 
At  the  age  of  seven  years  she  moved  with  her  family 
to  Windsor,  Missouri.  Though  the  family  lived  in  town, 
during  the  summer  months  Edna  spent  much  time  at  the 
farm  home  of  her  paternal  uncle,  David  W.  Rusk,  visiting 
cousins  of  her  own  age. 

Edna  attended  the  Windsor  Public  Schools  and  was 
graduated  from  Windsor  High  School  in  1912.  The  next 
fall  she  entered  the  University  of  Missouri,  receiving  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1916  and  the  Master  of  Arts 
degree  in  1917.  In  1917-18  she  was  awarded  a  fellow¬ 
ship  for  the  study  of  social  work  in  the  Chicago  School 
of  Civics  and  Philanthropy,  which  became  a  part  of  Chi¬ 
cago  University  several  years  later.  During  this  year’s 
work  she  lived  at  the  Chicago  Commons.,  a  settlement 
house,  whose  head  president,  Dr.  Graham  Taylor,  was  also 
president  of  the  school.  Under  Dr.  Taylor’s  leadership, 
she  participated  in  the  club  and  philanthropic  work  of 
the  settlement. 

Upon  the  completion  of  this  course  in  the  spring  of 
1918,  Edna  returned  to  the  family  home,  then  in  Columbia, 
Missouri,  and  on  August  3,  1918,  was  married  to  Sidna 
Poage  Dalton  at  the  home  of  her  parents  on  Stewart 
Road.  For  a  time  she  and  her  husband  lived  in  Columbia, 
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where  he  was  connected  with  the  Food  Administration. 
Within  a  year  they  moved  to  Cape  Girardeau,  Missouri, 
where  Poage  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law. 

Here  in  Cape  Girardeau  the  four  children,  Ruth,  Jane, 
James  and  William  Andrew  (Andy  Bill)  were  born  and 
the  family  home,  Westmount,  was  built.  Filled  with 
many  family  activities,  trips,  picnics  and  neighborhood 
gatherings,  the  years  spent  in  this  suburban  home  knit 
the  family  closely  together  and  developed  in  them  all  a 
deep  love  of  the  outdoors  and  of  family  life. 

In  High  School  Edna  (Eddie)  played  basketball  and 
took  part  in  debate  and  dramatic  productions.  In  the  Uni¬ 
versity  she  was  a  member  of  Y.  W.  C.  A.„  Kleio  Club, 
P  of  H,  and  became  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  hon¬ 
orary  scholastic  fraternity.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Broadway  Methodist  Church,  active  in  the  Sunday  School 
and  Epworth  League.  It  was  through  the  work  of  the 
latter  organization  that  she  met  Poage  Dalton,  whom  she 
later  married. 

In  Cape  Girardeau  she  was  an  active  member  of  Cen¬ 
tenary  Methodist  Church  and  for  a  long  period  of  years 
was  teacher  of  the  Kumjoynus  Sunday  School  class,  com¬ 
posed  of  business  women.  For  several  years  she  served 
as  president  of  the  Women’s  Missionary  Society,  Secretary 
of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  and  President  of  the 
Wednesday  Club.  She  was  also  a  member  of  the  P.  E.  O. 
Sisterhood,  American  Association  of  University  Women, 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and  served  as  Worthy  High

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at  Nevada,  Missouri.  Moved  to  Columbia  with  parents  in 
1914.  Attended  Columbia  High  School  and  University 
High  School.  Educated  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  en¬ 
tering  September,  1918;  pledged  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  a  social 
fraternity;  enrolled  in  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps 
and  was  called  into  service  November  9,  1918,  just  prior  to 
the  signing  of  the  Armistice.

Established  a  brokerage  company 
under  the  name  of  Coffman  &  Dalton  at  Tulsa,  Oklahoma. 
While  there  petitioned  the  Masonic  Lodge,  taking  the 
Knight  Templar  Degree.  In  1922,  was  a  State  Ranger, 
operating  out  of  Oklahoma  City.  In  1923,  promoted  and 
established  the  Mid-Continent  Sales  Company,  specializ¬ 
ing  in  selling  anything  from  hairpins  to  overhead  derricks. 
Publicity  man  for  Chief’s  Flying  Circus  operating  from 
Kansas,  south  to  the  Rio  Grande. 

Married  June  5,  1922,  to  Caroline  Seamans,  daughter 
of  R.  E.  Seamans  of  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  (Divorced 
1937).  Caroline  Margaret  Dalton,  daughter  was  born  Sep¬ 
tember  20,  1925,  at  Columbia,  Missouri. 

In  1924  entered  the  coal  business  with  his  father  at 
Columbia,  Missouri.  Bought  one-half  interest  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  in  1928.  In  1930,  bought  his  father’s  interest  in  the 
business.  In  1932,  organized  the  Missouri  Retail  Coal  As¬ 
sociation  and  served  as  President  for  four  years.  In  1934, 
appointed  Director  of  Relief  Fuel,  handling  the  purchases 
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and  distributions  of  all  coal  allotted  the  State  of  Missouri, 
which  was  purchased  with  Federal  funds,  amounting  to  a 
little  over  a  million  and  a  half  tons,  serving  in  this  capacity 
for  some  two  years.

1940,  built  Dalclifton,  his  home,  which  is  located  high  on 
the  bluffs  overlooking  the  Hinkson,  built  entirely  with 

his  products.  4964111 

In  1941  his  gross  sales  of  all  products  exceeded  $100,000. 

On  February  26,  1942,  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  he 
was  married  to  Sue  Allene  Maxwell,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Paul  Maxwell  of  Huntsdale,  Missouri. 

On  June  10,  1942,  at  the  age  of  43  he  made  application 
for  commission  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  on 
October  24,  1942,  received  notice  to  report  to  Camp  Lee, 
Virginia  Quartermaster  School  of  Service  and  Supply  for 
a  ten  day  course  to  acquaint  him  with  Army  method  of  pro¬ 
cedure  in  depot  operation.

George  Robert  Dalton,  Born  November  20,  1919,  at¬ 
tended  Fort  Scott,  Kansas,  Junior  College  and  Park  Col¬ 
lege.  Graduated  Park  College  August,  1943.  Employed 
Kraft  Cheese  Corporation. 
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THE  AGEE  FAMILY. 

We  know  from  family  tradition  that  the  Agees  were 
French  Huguenots;  that  Joseph  Agee  and  his  wife,  Sidna 
Brooks  Agee,  came  out  from  Virginia;  that  both  were 
born  in  Buckingham  County  on  the  James  River,  and  so 
were  their  children;  that  they  were  traveling  west  by 
wagon  and  injured  a  horse  in  pulling  another  wagon  out 
of  the  mud  and  so  had  to  stop  in  Chariton  County,  Mis¬ 
souri;  that  while  waiting  for  the  horse  to  get  well,  Jo¬ 
seph  Agee  was  shown  land  in  that  county  and  bought  a 
farm  and  abandoned  his  intention  of  going  to  California. 
The  land  records  of  Chariton  County,  Book  G,  page  148, 
show  that  he  first  bought  land  about  December  31,  1841. 
He  bought  other  land  in  May,  1844,  Book  H,  page  234. 
Joseph  Agee  was  later  thrown  from  a  horse  and  was 
dragged  and  killed.  His  wife  stayed  on  the  farm,  paid  off 
a  large  mortgage  and  raised  the  orphaned  children  of  sev¬ 
eral  of  her  daughters,  including  some  of  the  Dalton  chil¬ 
dren.  The  children  of  Joseph  Agee  and  wife  were: 

Amanda  married  William  Dalton; 

Drucilla  married  John  Brown; 

Maria  married  John  Brown,  after  the  death  of  her 
sister  Drucilla; 

Susan  married  John  Whitesides,  the  latter’s  son  Jo¬ 
seph  was  a  close  friend  of  F.  A.  Dalton. 

We  now  quote  from  “A  Record  of  the  Agee  Family,” 
By  James  W.  Agee,  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  1893. 

“The  first  known  link  is  one  Matthew  Agee,  a  Protes¬ 
tant  who  came  from  France  in  1690  because  of  the  Hugue¬ 
not  persecution.  Settled  in  Virginia,  married,  I  wish  I 
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knew  whom,  and  just  where  they  lived.  They  had  four 
children:  Isaac,  James,  Anthony  and  one  daughter  who 
married  Austin.  She  and  Isaac  left  no  heirs.  I  do  not 
know  that  Isaac  ever  married. 

James  married  a  Ford  and  lived  near  Maysville,  in 
Buckingham  County,  Virginia.  His  farm  and  his  son 
Joseph’s  farm  joined  and  at  his  death  he  gave  his  farm 
to  Joseph.  The  latter  sold  both  places  to  Robert  Shaw. 

James  and  wife  lived  together  74  years  and  both  died 
in  1821,  aged  respectively  96  and  92  years.

THE  POAGES. 

From  the  time  I  was  a  small  child  I  heard  my  mother 
speak  of  her  people — The  Poages,  the  Hinchmans,  and  the 
Beards.  I  understood  that  the  Poages  were  Scotch-Irish — 
Blue  Stocking  Presbyterians  from  Northern  Ireland;  that 
they  left  for  America  on  account  of  religious  persecution. 
I  always  understood  that  they  came  about  1735  and  settled 
in  Virginia.  I  understood  that  my  grandfather,,  George 
Washington  Poage,  was  attending  college,  expecting  to 
study  medicine,  when  his  father  died  and  he  returned 
home  to  support  his  mother  and  aid  with  the  younger 
children.  Grandfather  would  never  permit  anyone  to  talk 
about  a  stepmother,  since  his  mother  was  a  stepmother 
to  the  older  children,  his  father  having  married  again 
after  the  death  of  his  first  wife.  Grandfather  Poage  read 
a  copy  of  the  book  “Captives  of  Abbs  Valley”  in  manu¬ 
script  and  I  understood  that  the  Robert  Poage  therein 
mentioned  was  a  relative  of  his.  I  knew  that  Grandfather 
Poage  was  in  the  civil  war.  I  have  sat  on  his  knee 
and  listened  to  war  stories  by  the  hour.  Captain  Burner 
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was  related  to  him  in  some  way.  Grandfather  went  to 
market  one  day  at  Shell  City.  In  a  store  he  heard  a  man 
telling  of  burning  Captain  Burner’s  home  during  the 
Civil  War,  and  about  what  a  big  fire  it  made.  Grand¬ 
father  never  went  in  the  store  again.  I  knew  that  his 
mother  was  a  Beard  (see  Beard  Family,  post  p.  64). 
Wallace  Beard,  Luther  Beard  and  Mitchell  Beard  came 
out  from  Virginia.  I  also  heard  of  a  Rachel  Beard.  Wel¬ 
lington  Hinchman  came  out  to  visit  in  Missouri.  I  never 
saw  anyone  of  these,  but  heard  mother  speak  of  them 
many  times.  Grandfather’s  wife  was  formerly  Cornelia 
Margaret  Hinchman.  She  was  some  younger  than  he 
was.,  and  was  quite  young  when  she  married.  Mother 
said  that  grandfather’s  father  was  George  Washington 
Poage;  his  father  was  William  Poage;  his  father  was  John 
Poage;  and  his  father  was  Robert  Poage,  who  came  over 
from  Northern  Ireland.  I  heard  stories  about  religious 
persecution  that  caused  Robert  Poage  to  leave  Ireland.  I 
knew  that  mother  was  named  for  a  Presbyterian  preach¬ 
er’s  wife  who  was  not  exactly  related  to  the  family, 
but  was  close  to  the  family  in  some  way. 

We  quote:  “Well  I  expect  I  know  how  your  mother 
came  to  be  Ida  Jane  Dunlap  Poage.  Back  in  1846  my 
father’s  only  uncle  to  live  any  length  of  time  was  or¬ 
dained  a  Presbyterian  minister  -  He  was  born  in  Augusta 
Co.  Va.  When  great  Uncle  Mitchell  married  he  took  for 
his  wife  Jane,  daughter  of  his  Uncle  Alexander  Dunlop 
of  Union,  Monroe  Co.  W.  Va.  They  came  to  Pocahontas, 
Co.,  now  W.  Va.  to  the  little  village  of  Hillsboro  the  most 
devout  parishioners  in  his  congregation  were  the  Poages. 
The  Reverend  Dunlop  bought  the  old  Rankin  Poage  home¬ 
stead  and  he  and  Mary  Jane  his  wife  lived  and  died  there. 
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It  is  a  lovely  farm  in  the  blue  grass  about  one  half 
mile  west  of  Hillsboro,  W.  Va.  and  adjoining  the  George 
Washington  Poage  homestead  now  owned  by  Norval  Clark. 
I  have  played  in  the  great  old  log  house  made  of  walnut 
logs  -  little  did  I  know  when  playing  there  as  a  child  the 
relationship  those  people  who  built  that  old  house  bore  to 
me.”  From  letter  of  Mrs.  E.  C.  Arnold,  May  10,  1940. 

During  the  Civil  War,  while  grandfather  was  in  the 
army,  they  lost  four  children  by  diphtheria.  After  the 
war  two  daughters  were  born,  Fannie  Victoria  and  Ida 
Jane  Dunlap  Poage.  Grandfather  and  grandmother  moved 
to  Missouri  in  1869  bringing  their  two  young  children. 
They  farmed  one  year  in  Johnson  County.  They  had 
come  up  the  Missouri  River  and  landed  near  Odessa. 
About  1870  they  moved  to  Vernon  County,  six  miles 
north  of  Walker,  Missouri.  Aunty  Fannie  attended  a 
school  at  Greenfield,  Missouri,  where  she  met  and  mar¬ 
ried  my  Uncle  Sam  Dalton,  who  was  visiting  and  work¬ 
ing  for  his  cousin,  Richard  Trent,  a  merchant.  They  lo¬ 
cated  on  the  Poage  farm.  Father  later  visited  my  uncle 
and  married  the  sister  of  his  brother’s  wife.  Uncle  and 
father  both  had  money  inherited  from  their  father’s  es¬ 
tate  in  Chariton  County,  but  they  sold  out  there  and  set¬ 
tled  on  the  Poage  farm.  The  farm  was  divided  between  the 
two  daughters  during  grandfather  Poage’s  lifetime. 

History  of  the  Poages. 

“Robert  Poage  (ca.  1700-1744),  of  Scotch  descent; 
North  of  Ire.  to  Phila.,  Pa.,  1737;  to  Orange  Co.,  Va.,  1740; 
purchased  772  acres  near  Staunton;  m.  ca.  1722,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Preston.”  Dunlap,  Solon  Templeton,  The  Compen¬ 
dium  of  American  Genealogy,  First  Families  of  America, 
Vol.  VI,  p.  204. 
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“The  first  Poages  in  Va.  were  Robert  and  a  brother 
John.  We  descend  through  Robert  whose  wife  was  Eliza¬ 
beth  Preston  of  the  famous  family  who  came  to  Va.  1740 
and  settled  at  Orange  Court  House  with  a  grown  family  - 
they  came  at  their  own  cost  -  that  is  they  were  persons 
of  means  before  leaving  Ireland.  *  *  *  They  came  to  Phil¬ 
adelphia  1739  -  settling  in  Orange  Co.,  Va.,  then  stretch¬ 
ing  to  the  Mississippi  River  -  Robert  came  into  Court  in 
May  22,  1740  just  two  hundred  years  ago  -  and  proved 
his  importation  at  his  own  expense,  bring  his  wife  Eliza- 
beth  sister  to  John  Preston,  and  9  children;  Margaret, 
John,  Martha,  Sarah,  George,  Mary,  Wm.,  Elizabeth,  and 
Robert  another  son  Thomas.  Robert  Poage  was  the  very 
first  Elder  of  the  old  stone  church  in  Augusta  taken  off 
Orange  Co.  about  1742  he  gave  the  land  on  which  it  stood 
and  yet  stands  this  is  the  church  the  women  carried  the 
sand  in  their  aprons  to  help  build  -  Orange  Co.  formed 
1734  -  Augusta  formed  1738  but  Orange  held  court  until 
1743.  They  had  no  Justice  until  ‘Robert  Poage  came  in 
1743  and  was  appointed  -  Gentleman  Justice  of  the 
King’s  Peace.’  ”  From  letter  of  Mrs.  E.  C.  Arnold,  May 
10,  1940. 

II.  “John  Poage  (1726-89),  magistrate,  Augusta 
Co;  Capt.  troop  of  Horse  in  Colonial  militia;  In  Battle  of 
Point  Pleasant,  1774;  surveyor  Augusta  Co;  sheriff,  1778; 
m.  1751,  Mary  Blair.”  Dunlap,  supra. 

“Let’s  start  with  Gen.  John  Poage  who  fought  at 
Yorktown  in  the  Revolution  -  Captain  of  Augusta  Co. 
Va.  militia  as  a  Colonial  enabling  us  all  to  be  Colonial 
Dames  -  He  was  a  ‘Gentleman  Justice’  see  Chalkley’s 
Augusta  Co.  Va.  Records  -  He  signed  statements  Oct.  1, 
1776  of  ‘Our  Independence  of  Great  Britain  and  every 
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other  Nation.’  Elected  member  of  Va.  House  of  Burgesses 
1776  -  High  Sheriff  of  Augusta  Co.  Va.  1778  March  17  - 
Qualified  as  surveyor  March  18,  1778  -  A  certified  copy  of 
Gen.  John  Poage’s  commission  is  attached  to  #9435 
National  Daughter  American  Revolution  member’s  papers. 
Waddell’s  History  of  Augusta  Co.  Va.  page  444  -  Foote’s 
Sketches  of  Va.  1840  -  1st  and  2nd  volumes.  He  lived 
near  Lexington,  Va.  in  Rockbridge  Co.  now.  He  had  Col. 
William,  probably  his  eldest  child  married  Margaret  Da¬ 
vies,  (of  Welch  descent)  a  daughter  of  the  third  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Princeton  University.”  Arnold,  supra. 

III.  “William  Poage  (1756-1827),  Pocohontas  Co.,  W. 
Va.,  1792;  Col.  Am.  Rev.  m.  Margaret  Davies  (ca.  1753- 
1843);”  Dunlap,  supra.  William  Poage  was  born  February 
17,  1756. 

“Col.  William  Poage  came  to  what  is  now  Pocohontas 
Co.  W.  Va.  about  1782  with  his  wife  and  family.  Cousin 
William  T.  Price,  D.D.  says  in  his  History  that  he  settled 
at  what  is  now  the  old  Charles  Woods  Beard  home  -  this 
old  man  Beard  was  my  grandmother  McNiel’s  brother. 
Margaret  Davies  lived  to  be  98  years  old  -  she  is  buried 
in  the  old  Brick  Church  yard  Cemetery  it  was  on  their 
farm  she  died  1843  aged  98  years  -  I  didn’t  see  her  or  Col. 
Wm  grave  stones  back  there  in  1938  -  I  went  through 
those  old  cemeteries.”  Arnold,  supra. 

IV.  George  Washington  Poage,  (Senior)  Born  Sep¬ 
tember  10,  1781,  died  _ ,  married  Miss  Rankin  (first 

wife)  April  9,  1800.  He  married  Elizabeth  Beard 

(second  wife)  May  18,  1916.  She  died  in  Davies  Co. 
Mo.  1868.  History  Vernon  Co.  1887,  p.  557. 

“George  Washington  Poage,  second  son  of  Col.  Wm. 
&  Margaret  Davies  married  a  Miss  Rankin  -  (p.  515  Price’s 
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History  of  Pocahontas  Co.),  and  settled  the  place  later 
owned  by  Preston  Clark.  His  children  by  his  1st  mar¬ 
riage  were:  William  killed  by  a  falling  tree  (in  1835  -  he 
was  b.  1807  -  saw  his  grave  in  W.  Va.)  (1938)  -  Rankin 
who  married  Nancy  Wolfberger  and  settled  where  the  Rev. 
Mitchell  D.  Dunlop  lives  (1890)  Rankin  finally  Went 
West.  James  R.  Poage  of  Edray,  W.  Va.  another  son. 
Mrs.  Ann  Wanless  wife  of  Ralph  Wanless  -  in  the  Hills. 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Burner  2nd  wife  of  George  Burner  of 
Traveler's  Repose  W.  Va.  George  Washington  Poage 
(m.)  2nd  Elizabeth  Beard  sister  of  Josiah  Beard.  (Chil¬ 
dren  of  Capt.  John  Beard  and  his  wife  Janett  Wallace) 
issue  George  Washington  Poage,  Jr.,  double  cousins  to 
my  grandmother  Sabina  J.  Beard  McNiel  -  Samuel  Da¬ 
vies  Poage  -  John  Beard  Poage  and  Elizabeth  Poage  m. 
Wm.  P.  Hill.”  Arnold,  supra.  (Cousin  Erma  Crane  says 
her  father’s  name  was  Samuel  Daniel  Beard  Poage.) 

“George  Washington  was  a  man  of  unusually  fine 
appearance  resembling  Gen.  Washington.  *  *  *  This  fam¬ 
ily  went  west  to  Missouri  with  his  family.”  Arnold, 
supra. 

V.  George  Washington  Poage,  (Jr.),  born  in  Va. 
April  14,  1819,  died  January  15,  1898  near  Walker,  Mo. 
On  October  6,  1847,  in  Va.,  he  married  Cornelia  Margaret 
Hinchman,  born  July  14,  1830,  Va.,  died  March  8,  1887. 
(See  Morton’s  History  Monroe  Co.,  Va.,  for  Hinchman  Fam¬ 
ily.)  Both  are  buried  at  Bethany  Presbyterian  Church 
Cemetery,  about  four  miles  due  north  of  Walker,  Missouri. 

We  quote:  “ George  W.  Poage,  (Farmer  and  Stock- 
raiser,  Section  21,  Post  Office,  Walker,  Missouri). 

“Not  so  very  far  from  man’s  allotted  age  of  three 
score  years  and  ten,  Mr.  Poage  has  so  endeavored  to  live 
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that  no  word  of  reproach  should  ever  be  heard  against 
his  character;  for  his  whole  ambition  has  been  to  do  his 
duty  in  every  capacity  -  as  a  father,  husband,  citizen  or 
friend.  Progressive  in  all  matters,  he  has  especially  taken 
prominent  interest  in  the  public  school  system  of  the  day, 
and  to  each  of  his  children  has  he  given  good  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  acquiring  an  education,  one  having  been  sent  to 
Greenfield  and  another  to  Fulton,  Mo.  Mr.  Poage  is  a 
native  of  Pocahontas  County,  Va.,  born  April  14,  1819,  the 
son  of  George  and  Betsy  Poage,  nee  Beard,  who  were  also 
Virginians  by  birth.  The  former  was  an  agriculturist  by 
calling  and  died  at  the  old  homestead;  his  widow  departed 
this  life  in  1868,  in  Davies  County,  Mo.  Ten  children 
had  blessed  their  union,  6  boys  and  4  girls,  and  of  this 
number  George  W.  was  the  seventh  child.  He  was  reared 
on  a  farm  and  to  the  common  school  education  which 
he  received  was  added  a  two-years’  training  at  Hillsboro 
Academy,  which  he  left  well  prepared  to  enter  at  once 
upon  the  arena  of  daily  toil.  Up  to  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  he  was  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits,  but  at  that 
time,  with  a  true  spirit  of  southern  chivalry,  he  enlisted 
in  Co.  I,  19th  Virginia  cavalry  under  Col.  Wm.  L.  Jackson, 
in  Stonewall  Jackson’s  brigade.  He  served  until  hostili¬ 
ties  ceased,  taking  part  in  almost  all  the  most  severe  en¬ 
gagements,  miraculously  escaping  several  times  uninjured 
when  his  clothes  were  pierced  by  bullets.  May  10,  1865, 
he  surrendered  at  Lewisburg,  W.  Va.  Mr.  Poage  soon 
returned  to  his  home  in  Virginia,  from  whence  he  came 
to  this  county  in  1869.  He  now  owns  420  acres  of  land, 
constituting  one  of  the  best  improved  farms  in  the 
county.  In  politics  he  is  a  staunch  Democrat.  In  1847 
Miss  Cornelia  M.  Hinchman  became  his  wife,  and  to  them 
six  children  have  been  born,  two  of  whom  survive:  Fan- 
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nie  V.  and  Ida  J.  Mr.  Poage  and  family  are  consistent 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.”  History  of  Ver¬ 
non  County,  Missouri.  Brown  &  Co.,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 1887, 
p.  557  (See  also  pp.  537,  546).

The  records  show  that  George  W.  Poage,  surname

His  personal  description  is  shown  as  follows:  Age  46 
years,  6  feet  high,  dark  complexion,  dark  eyes.,  dark  hair, 
and  dark  whiskers.

History  of  Davies  County,  Missouri  (1882),  page  563 
gives  date  on  grandfather’s  brother,  Samuel  Daniel  Beard 
Poage,  as  follows:  born  June  9,  1822.,  Pocahontas  County, 
Virginia.  His  parents  are  referred  to  as  George  and  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Poage.  His  mother  came  to  Missouri  and  died  in 
Davies  County  in  1868  (See  History  Vernon  Co.,  p.  557). 
Grandfather’s  brother,  John  Poage,  settled  at  Edina,  Mis¬ 
souri,  and  a  sister,  Elizabeth,  married  William  P.  Hill  and 
lived  near  Jamesport  in  Davies  County.  We  have  seen  her 
picture  in  the  family  album.  Mrs.  Arnold  says  she  was 
given  the  name  “Davies”  rather  than  “Daniel”  in  Uncle 
Sam  Poage’s  name,  by  Rev.  William  T.  Price  (born  1830, 
died  1925).

THE  HINCHMAN  FAMILY. 

The  Hinchman  family  resided  in  Monroe  County, 
Virginia.  According  to  family  tradition  William  Hinch¬ 
man,  Sr.,  and  John  Hinchman,  brothers  came  from  Eng¬ 
land.  We  do  not  know  the  date.  William  Hinchman,  Jr., 
a  son  of  William  Hinchman,  Sr.,  married  Mary  Syms  and 
resided  in  Monroe  County,  Virginia.  Mary  Syms,  mother 
was  Margaret  (Madget)  Syms,  her  mother  was  a  Madget 
and  her  mother  was  a  Greenleaf.  The  Greenleafs  were 
Holland  Dutch  (John  Syms  (Insurance  man)  of  Nevada 
was  said  to  be  a  distant  cousin).  Cornelia  Margaret 
Hinchman,  a  daughter  of  William  Hinchman,  Jr.,  and  his 
wife,  Mary,  was  born  July  14,  1830.  She  married  George 
Washington  Poage  (Jr.),  October  6,  1847,  and  died  March 
8,  1887.  Cornelia  Margaret  Hinchman  had  a  brother,  An¬ 
drew  Hinchman,  of  Rushville,  Indiana.  A  sister  married 
a  Miller.  Another  sister,  perhaps  two,  married  Johnsons. 
Agnes  and  Pauline  Johnson  of  Alderson,  West  Virginia 
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belong  to  one  of  these  lines.  Another  sister,  Minerva, 
married  a  George.  Cousin  John  George  of  Sandstone  and 
Mr.  George  of  Hinton,  West  Virginia  and  Cousin  Ella 
George  of  Alderson,  West  Virginia,  belong  to  this  family. 
Another  sister  married  a  Beard.  Cousin  Mitchell  Beard 
belonged  to  this  line.  Cornelia  Margaret  Hinchman’s 
brother  John  had  a  son,  Wellington  Hinchman,  who  visited 
in  Missouri. 

THE  RUSK  FAMILY.

Irish  ancestry,  date  unknown.  He  died  November  9,  1860. 
His  wife  Margerette,  who  died  May  5,  1882,  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Archibald  McDonald  of  Virginia.  Their  children 
were  Eliza  Jane,  Mary  (King),  David,  Archibald,  Chris¬ 
tiana  (Anderson),  Humphrey,  William,  Perley  Aiken,  and 
Simon  Wilson. 

(2)  Their  son  Perley  Aiken  Rusk  was  born  March 
11,  1837,  in  Morgan  County,  Ohio.  He  died  November  8, 
1904,  in  Illinois.  Elis  v/ife,  Martha  U.  (born  in  Ohio,  De¬ 
cember  20,  1839,  died  in  Indiana,  November  21,  1910)  was 
a  daughter  of  William  Buchanan.  She  had  brothers,  Sam¬ 
uel  and  David.  They  were  cousins  of  President  Buchanan.

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1883.  She  was  born  February  9,  1859,  and  died  June  30, 
1930,  at  Columbia,  Missouri.

“Rusk  Family  Has  Remarkable  Scholastic  Record.” 
(From  The  Missourian  Magazine,  January  24,  1941.) 

W.  H.  Rusk,  816  Virginia  Avenue,  is  the  remarkable 
head  of  a  remarkable  family.  At  72  he  can  look  back  over 
an  eventful  life  with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  and  con¬ 
tentment.  However,  he  derives  his  greatest  satisfaction 
from  his  seven  children  and  the  distinction  they  have 
brought  themselves.  Until  his  retirement  one  year  ago, 
Mr.  Rusk  was  in  charge  of  field  work  in  connection  with 
the  vocational  guidance  conducted  by  the  government  for 
disabled  war  veterans  through  the  College  of  Agriculture 
here. 

Mr.  Rusk  was  born  at  Zanesville,  O.,  Jan.  15,  1859. 
The  following  year  his  family  moved  to  Illinois,  where 
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they  lived  until  he  had  received  his  degree  of  Bachelor,  of 
Science  from  Valparaiso  University  at  Valparaiso,  Ind. 
Before  entering  college  he  taught  several  terms  of  country 
school  and  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  one  of  his  pupils, 
Thomas  A.  Clark,  has  become  the  present  dean  of  men 
at  the  University  of  Illinois.  The  two  began  a  friendship 
then  which  proved  to  be  lifelong.  Mr.  Rusk’s  father  also 
was  a  teacher,  and  they  frequently  taught  neighboring 
schools. 

In  1884  and  1885  Mr.  Rusk,  now  married,  attended 
the  University  of  Illinois,  where  he  continued  his  study  of 
engineering  and  mathematics.  Mr.  Rusk’s  second  son, 
Earl,  known  as  “Farmer  Rusk”  of  station  WENR,  Chicago, 
was  born  while  Mr.  Rusk  was  enrolled  at  the  university. 

There  were  only  three  buildings  on  the  campus  at  the 
time  Mr.  Rusk  was  there.  Little  more  than  five  hundred 
students  attended  the  school,  which  was  destined  to  be¬ 
come  the  largest  state  institution  in  the  Middle  West. 
“The  agriculture  department,”  he  recalled,  “consisted  of 
one  room  with  a  little  sign  over  the  door  reading  ‘Professor 
Morrow.’  ” 

After  completing  his  work  at  the  Illinois  institution 
Mr.  Rusk  taught  in  the  schools  of  that  state  and  for  a 
time  was  superintendent  of  schools  at  Mahomet,  Ill.  Al¬ 
though  mathematics  was  his  favorite  subject,  he  taught 
Latin  and  other  subjects,  “as  a  superintendent  was  re¬ 
quired  to  do  in  those  days.” 

Confinement  caused  by  continuous  teaching  had  a 
damaging  effect  on  his  health,  and  he  was  obliged  to  aban¬ 
don  his  profession  and  move  to  the  farm.  He  bought  land 
in  Indiana  which  he  operated  until  he  moved  to  Missouri 
in  1904.  His  brother  had  preceded  him  to  this  country 
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and  had  purchased  an  extensive  tract  near  Windsor.  Mr. 
Rusk  was  induced  to  join  his  brother  in  operating  the 
Windsor  property  and  in  feeding  cattle.  The  retired  pro¬ 
fessor-farmer  smiles  when  talking  of  his  experiences  feed¬ 
ing  cattle  and  remarks  that  it  was  a  wise  purchase  of  land 
that  enabled  him  to  send  his  seven  children  through  col- 
lege. 

In  1913  he  moved  to  Columbia  in  order  that  the 
youngest  might  live  at  home  while  attending  college,  the 
rest  of  his  children  having  completed  their  education  by 
this  time.  He  became  interested  in  the  scientific  phase  of 
agriculture  and  enrolled  in  the  University  himself.  He 
was  taking  courses  in  the  College  of  Agriculture  in  1917 
when  the  war  broke  out.  He  became  an  instructor  in  the 
agricultural  extension  service.  When  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  began  its  program  of  aiding  disabled  war  veterans 
in  1923,  his  practical  knowledge  and  his  ability  to  inspire 
people  won  him  the  position  of  director  here  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment’s  program. 

The  government  planned  to  compensate  the  disabled 
soldier  by  giving  him  instruction  which  would  make  him 
better  equipped  to  farm  than  he  was  before  he  entered  the 
war.  The  plan  required  Mr.  Rusk  to  visit  his  “students” 
from  time  to  time  during  the  following  three  years  after 
completion  of  their  courses.  He  came  to  be  known  as 
“the  daddy  of  more  than  eight  hundred  disabled  war  vet¬ 
erans.”  He  was  still  doing  extension  work  when  the  age 
limit  ruling  of  the  University  required  him  to  retire  a 
year  ago. 

It  is  generally  considered  an  achievement  to  educate 
a  child.  It  is  a  greater  achievement  to  educate  seven,  and 
still  greater  to  educate  them  as  Mr.  Rusk  educated  his. 
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His  children  have  had  a  total  of  forty-seven  years  of  col¬ 
lege  and  university  work.  Six  have  master’s  degrees;  two 
have  Ph.D.’s  and  all  seven  hold  bachelors’  degrees,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  of  fifteen  degrees.  The  five  of  his  children  who 
took  academic  work  are  members  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  The 
other  two  are  members  of  Sigma  Xi. 

Mr.  Rusk  believes  he  holds  some  kind  of  record  in¬ 
asmuch  as  he  had  at  least  one  son  or  daughter  enrolled 
in  the  University  of  Missouri  for  a  period  of  more  than 
twenty  years. 

H.  P.  Rusk,  Mr.  Rusk’s  eldest  son,  is  head  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  animal  husbandry  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
He  succeeded  the  brother  of  Dean  F.  B.  Mumford  of  the 
Missouri  College  of  Agriculture,  when  the  former  was 
made  dean  of  the  Illinois  Agricultural  College. 

E.  W.  Rusk  (“Farmer  Rusk”  as  he  is  known  to  thou¬ 
sands  of  radio  listeners)  is  agricultural  agent  for  the  Chi¬ 
cago  and  Illinois  Midland  Railway  Company  and  director  of 
the  farm  service  programs  sent  out  from  station  WENR 
at  Chicago.  “Farmer  Rusk”  was  the  third  county  agent 
to  be  appointed  by  the  College  of  Agriculture  extension  de¬ 
partment. 

Nearly  every  evening  Mr.  Rusk  sits  by  his  fireside 
and  listens  to  his  son’s  voice  as  he  speaks  five  hundred 
miles  away.  “He  sounds  perfectly  natural,”  Mr.  Rusk 
says,  “and  then  I  receive  much  valuable  information  in 
addition  to  hearing  his  voice.” 

Ralph,  the  youngest  son,  is  an  assistant  professor  of 
English  literature  in  Columbia  University,  New  York  City. 
After  receiving  his  doctor’s  degree,  he  taught  in  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  the  Philippines  before  going  to  Columbia.  He 
received  his  Ph.D.  from  Columbia. 
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Mr.  Rusk’s  eldest  daughter,  Fern,  wife  of  Dr.  John 
Shapley,  head  of  the  art  department  of  Chicago  University, 
received  her  bachelor’s,  master’s,  and  doctor’s  degrees  at 
the  University  of  Missouri.  She  has  done  considerable 
graduate  work  at  Bryn  Mawr.  Mrs.  Shapley  is  her  hus¬ 
band’s  chief  assistant.  Dr.  Shapley  edits  two  art  maga¬ 
zines  in  addition  to  his  work  at  the  university.  He  is  a 
brother  of  the  astronomer  who  spoke  here  recently  at  a 
University  convocation.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Shapley  are  the 
donors  of  the  cross  recently  presented  the  Missouri  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  in  memory  of  their  son,  Richard  Rusk  Shap¬ 
ley. 

Zay,  widow  of  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Sullens,  who  served 
overseas  as  chaplain  of  the  35th  Division,  is  now  a  member 
of  the  faculty  of  Stephens  College.  Mr.  Sullens  was  a 
graduate  of  the  School  of  Divinity  of  Yale  University. 
Mrs.  Sullens  is  working  on  her  Ph.D  degree  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  during  the  summers. 

The  third  daughter,  Edna,  married  S.  P.  Dalton  of 
Cape  Girardeau.  Mr.  Dalton  is  prosecuting  attorney  for 
Cape  Girardeau  County  and  a  leader  in  south-eastern 
Missouri  politics.  Mrs.  Dalton  is  a  prominent  clubwoman 
and  active  church  worker. 

The  youngest  daughter,  Ruth,  wife  of  Dr.  H.  M.  Cur- 
rey  of  Los  Angeles,  is  interested  in  dentistry  and  has  her 
own  porcelain  work  laboratory.  Dr.  Currey,  a  specialist 
in  facial  surgery,  is  a  graduate  of  Oregon  State  College. 
He  received  his  master’s  degree  at  the  University  of  Mis¬ 
souri.  He  also  took  two  years  of  pre-medical  work  here  in 
preparation  for  his  work  at  Harvard,  where  he  received 
his  M.D. 
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The  Rusk  family  received  its  inspiration  for  higher 
education  from  the  senior  Mr.  Rusk.  “My  father  also  was 
a  highly  educated  man,”  said  Mr.  Rusk,  “—educated  far 
beyond  his  times.  Although  he  held  no  degree,  he  was 
acquainted  with  both  Greek  and  Latin.  He  was  the  kind 
of  man  who  was  always  organizing  debates,  literary  so¬ 
cieties,  and  other  intellectual  enterprises.”  Mr.  Rusk  has 
in  his  possession  a  teacher’s  certificate  issued  to  his  father 
in  1869. 

The  retired  professor  still  retains  his  keen  interest 
in  mathematics.  “With  a  little  brushing  up,”  he  smiled, 
“I  believe  X  could  still  calculate  the  eclipse  of  the  sun, 
given  the  observer’s  reports.”  Mrs.  Sullens  said  that  the 
rest  of  the  family  was  willing  to  hand  over  all  the  laurels 
in  mathematics  to  her  father. 

Mr.  Rusk  is  of  Scotch-Irish  lineage.  There  is  a  kindly 
look  in  his  eye.  While  most  men  of  his  age  have  deeply 
furrowed  foreheads,  he  has  lines  around  his  eyes  and 
mouth,  indicative  of  an  ever-present  smile.  His  conver¬ 
sation  reveals  him  as  an  intellectually  hungry  character. 
His  first  college  class  in  Valparaiso  University  and  his 
last  one  in  the  Missouri  College  of  Agriculture  were  more 
than  thirty-five  years  apart. 

“The  daddy  to  more  than  eight  hundred  disabled  vet¬ 
erans”  tells  with  pride  of  a  tombstone  in  a  cemetery  at 
Roanoke,  Va.,  on  which  is  inscribed:  “Here  lies  Archi¬ 
bald  MacDonald,  a  patriot,  a  Christian,  a  philanthropist, 
and  a  soldier  of  the  American  Revolution.”  The  Revolu¬ 
tionary  patriot  is  Mr.  Rusk’s  great-grandfather.  Mr. 
Rusk’s  mother  was  a  cousin  of  President  James  Buchanan. 
A  distant  relative,  Jeremiah  M.  Rusk,  was  the  second 
man  to  be  appointed  secretary  of  agriculture  as  a  member 
of  the  president’s  cabinet. 
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Although  he  has  no  definite  political  prejudices,  Mr. 
Rusk  gives  much  consideration  to  political  questions.  He 
says  he  does  not  know  whether  he  has  voted  for  more 
Democrats  or  Republicans  in  his  half  century  of  voting. 
For  president  he  usually  supports  the  Prohibition  Party 
candidate.  Neither  he  nor  any  of  his  sons  has  ever  spent 
a  nickel  for  liquor. 

Athletics  are  over-emphasized  in  the  modern  curric¬ 
ulum,  the  veteran  schoolman  believes.  He  favors  com¬ 
petitive  debate,  essay  contests,  and  kindred  activities  over 
football  and  basketball. 

“Is  the  modern  university  student  less  moral  than  in 
former  days?”  he  was  asked. 

“Certainly  not!  I’d  have  been  ten  times  as  bad  as  he 
if  I  had  lived  under  the  same  environment.” 

And  what  is  Mr.  Rusk  going  to  do  now  that  he  has 
“retired”?  Almost  every  day  he  visits  his  farm  near  Co¬ 
lumbia.  Beyond  that  he  has  nothing  in  particular  to  do. 

“Perhaps  he’ll  go  back  to  school  again,”  suggested 
Mrs.  Sullens  jokingly.
